» Hon. James Ross, Secretary of the Wis- 
consin State Board of. Immigration, re- 
ports the arrival at Milwaukee, for the 
week ending May 2lst, 1371- immigrants. 
Of these 645 were Germans; 623 were Scan- 
dinavians; 18 were, English; 6 Irish and 9 
Welsh. There remained of these in Wis- 
consin 479 Germans; 393 Scandinavians; 
18 English; 9 Welsh ‘and 6 Irish. There 
went to Minnesota 166 Germans and 350 
Scandinavians. There went to Iowa 20 
Scandinavians. 

This shows how thoroughly immi- 
gration is attracted to the Western 
‘States. They have agents in Europe 
who make known the advantages of 
their States, their provision for educa- 
tion and moral training, their rates of 
taxation, their laws, their railroad im- 
provements, the character of. their 


| 


soil and products and their gen- 
eral improvement and_ progress; 


all of which being endorsed by Euro- 
pean settlers already enjoying their 
advantages, these agents are able to 
arrange with the immigrant to whom 
they furnish cheap transportation, to 
a farm already located for him by men 
who, while they are keenly alive to 
the advantages of the dollar, know 
that there are as sure, and in the end, 
safer ways of winning it than be 
charging three prices for their lands. 
In States like Wisconsin, every man, 
from the Goyernor down, is an imn.i- 


gration agent, and all of them 
deem it the part of wisdom 
to assist their European’ agents 


and their New York agents by realiz- 
ing for the immigrant, even to the 
letter, all the promises such agents 
may make to him. The European 
agent attends to his embarkation upon 
a safe vessel, under the command ofa 
humane Captain, who turns him over 
to the agent at New York, who, in 
turn supplics him with cheap trans- 
portation, a cheap guide book in his 
own language, and all necessary infor+ 
mation to enable him to reach his des- 
tination; arrived at which he is taken 
in hand by men who feel that only his 
energies are necessary to increase the 
value of their property beyond any pre- 
sent computation. They feel and 
know that his labor and skill will in 
afew years make the waste places 
blossom as the rose, and advance by a 
hundred per cent. per annum’ what 


This is the system, and the only one 
under which immigration to the South 
will ever Increase to the proportions 
our impatience for prosperity de- 
mands. There is a market, and a de- 
mand for men and women in the West. 
The demand exists, with us, and 
the market, but neither have yet 
been made known in the right 
way by proper agents; skilled in 
an employment that requires the high- 
est degree of intelligence, knowledge 
of mankind and the adaptiveness of 
peculiar races to our soil and climate. 
We have agencies and companies in 
abundanee, but no system fostered 
and supported by the State that can 
safely compete with an organization 
like this of Wisconsin that reports in 
one week the settlement of 1371 im- 
migrants. Until we do have, it is all 
but useless to expect results that will 
come near satisfying the public ex- 
pectancy as to immigration.

‘Mr. Morton, Late’ of Haywood County. 


Makes the Mistake Under Peculiar 
Circumstances. 


Abuse of Confidence by this 
Writer. 


Sinee the late judicial election we have 
taken occasion to expose some of the 
little tricks of the Radieal manipulations 
in this county, but the best endeavors 
could not have unearthed and so com- 
yletely shown up their prostitution of the 

llot-box as an expose we fell upon, by 
the sheerest- accident, yesterday—of 
frauds, not happening, however, in our 
county, but in Haywood. 

The principal actor in the drama, so far, 
isa Mr. J. T. Morton, who has reason to 
congratniate himself upon the rendition 
of the character of an indubitable Han- 
dy Andy. Not to anticipate our story, 
however, we will commence at the begin- 
ning. 

On Wednesday evening Mr. Taylor, 
book-keeper for Messrs. Morris, Lee & 
Co., in the Lee Block, after finishing up 
his business took a chair dnd seated him- 
self inv the door of the office, in order to 
eateh the cool breeze. The draught had 
the efleect it usually has in warm weather, 
and he soon dropped off into an easy, gen- 
tle slumber. 

While he was thus sleeping, 2 man who 
Was evidently prowling about watching 
for an opening to sieal something, came 
along and appreciating the condition of 
things, slippcu quietly by the sleeper, and 
got into the office without: waking him. 
The key of safe was in the door, so iio 
helped himself of what was within sight— 
how much is not known to the police, (or 
if they know they won’t tell us), « lot of 
stamps and some envelopes. Having 
thus made his hanl the thief started out, 
but as he was passing Mr. Taylor, he no- 
ticed that that gentleman wore a watch 
and chain, It would never do, he thought, 
to leave this much “loot,” swag,”’ plun- 
der in sight and not gone for, so he picked 
Mr. Taylor's and made off. 

As soon as his nap wasended, Mr. Tay- 
lor, on Woking to find the time, found 
that he had been robbed. Information 
was immediately given tothe police, and 
Detectives and Hestine: took 
the jobin han’. Howthey worked it up 
we were not informed, but b fore the 
evening over they had ariested a 
vouth, esiiing himself J.T. Morton, for 
comniiiting the crime.

by this heartless corporation. But they 
might as well do the charitable dodge 
completely and forget als®; more espe- 
cially as forgetfulness is, with them, a 
leading characteristic. Like all ex parte 
statements, those of theirs would be much 
more easily swallowed by the addition of 
a few grains of salt. Had it any bearing 
at all upon the adoption or rejection of 
their present proposition an indictment 
eould be easily framed that would set off 
their charges of breach of contracts, 
and be a gentle reminder of the 
fact that the city had, probably, as much 
to forget as they have. The members of 
the Pa¥ing Committee well remember the 
continual wrangling of the city’s Paving 


Inspectors about “ sappy” lurhber, insuf- 


ficiently screened gravel, scarcity of coal 
tar, and slighted work. The Mayor and 
Finanee Committee well remember the 
sacrifices made to meet the city’s obliga- 
tions to T. E. Brown & Co., and the Comp- 
troller remembers when these extremely 
ill used men, that could never get the city 
to do right, had actually overdrawn to a 
large amount. ‘The fact is, that just pre- 
cisely the same complaints obtained for 
them the loan of bonds, and, as that card 
had won before, they think it will do so 
again; and when they assert that “the 
city has no heart,’’ they must believe she 
has an unusually strong stomach to 
swallow such a proposition as theirs, 
They liken themselves to ‘* Crockett’s 
coon,’’ that came down leisurely to pre- 
venta quicker tumble; but even this is 
not quite correct, for, instead of being un- 
villing to take the loan of bonds they 
petitioned for and fought hard to get 
them. Had they compared themselves to 
the ‘possum instead of the coon, there 
are whole families who would declare the 
comparison perfect. So much to show 
these contractors that however faulty the 
city may have been, they are not of such 
an angelic nature as to be infallible them- 
selves, 

Now, to their proposition: They will 
give the city for the 175,000 00 in bonds, 
which they borrowed for a specified time, 
151,250 00, or 55 cents on the dollar, This, 
vou perceive, is a liberal offer, the market 
price, and you know, for a corporation to 
get market value for their bonds is a great 
loss to contractors who seem to look upon 
cities as the geese which lay their golden 
eggs. But these bonds are not for sale; 
they are to be returned to the city with 
the interest which may have accrued, and 
which the city has had to pay for T, EF, 
Brown & Co, Now the city’s credit has 
steadily advanced, and by the time these 
bonds Should bé returned it is but reason- 
able to suppose they will be much higher 
than 55 cents. Then into whose pocket 
does the advance in price go, T, k. Brown 
& Co.’s or the city’s? Again, the city has 
paid, and of course will have to pay, the 
interest for T. E, Brown & Co. - Now, re- 
lieve them of the obligation of returning 
the bonds, and you lose the difference in 

orice and the interest paid for that which 
venefitted T. E. Brown & Co. alone. That 
is not all, they modestly propose to save 
‘ou the trouble of receiving the advance 
in principal and interest paid, and, in re- 
turn, give voun—what? Why paving bills, 
to be sure; they will hold onto the bonds, 
which will bring cash, and hand you 
paving bills that miay be useful years 
rence, Willthe Board, then, the sworn 
guardians of the city’s interest, commit 
such folly? But suppose we are such 
consuinmate simpletons as to do so, what 
follows? There is a balance of $382,610, 
which T. E. Brown. & Co., good, generous 
souls, will divide with you. Let us see 
how this division benetits the city. In 
this, also, their modesty is commendable, 
as they only require 115 cents on the dol- 
lar for the privilege of handing theng the 
city’s obligation, due in one year, with in- 
terest, too; that is, you receive $191,000 in 
paving bills again, and for that benetit 
you make them a present of some $27,000 
more than that amount, payable in twelve 
months. In each case the advantage is 
with them and against the city. It is 
pretty sharp financiering, but all on the 
side of T, EK. Brown & Co. It would not 
be unfair to estimate the advance in 
price and interest of bonds, and 
fifteen per cent, discount they require, at 
$60,000, which will be thrown into the 
pockets of the paving contractors without 
a dollar’s worth of benefit to the city, 
Such is their proposition, and I do not 
wonder that they dislike the ArpEAL ¢all- 
ing it a *‘ nice /ittle scheme,’’ for we now 
see that they do not deal in little things, 
Yet, withal, they seem contident of put- 
ting their proposition through, they ap- 
pear to have counted noses, and know 
their men, for there is only a ‘small mi- 
nority who have not fully and candidly 
examined the subject in all its bearings.” 
Now, gentlemen, you of the large imajor- 
itv; you who have studied the matter 
‘fully and candidly,” give us the benefit 
of your profound study, your deep re- 
search, and how you like the operatien of 
being ‘* crammed,” by telling us how the 
city’s credit will be effected by throwing 
upon the market $200,000 worth of scrip. 
You must givggis something better than 
that of the propositionists, who, while 
they prattle of the truism that to double 
the demand will increase the price, en- 
deavor to inake you commit theridiculgus 
act of trying to increase the demand by 
doubling the supply, which you surely do 
by issuing $200,000, either now or a year 
hence. Any simpleton knows this, 
and the empty flourish of offering to buy 
all the scrip on the market does not alter 
the case a particle. They can do that with 
perfect safety, as those who may hold the 
-ity’s scrip do not look on paving bills as 
usulficient consideration, and are wise 
enough to refuse to trade on such terms; 
so that their practical way of removing 
our fears is no way at all; and their 
*“‘mathematical demonstration” of the 
city realising on whatis out and what 
they want given to them as a transparent 
fallacy. And their error lies in this, that 
they look uponthe city asa broker, buy- 
ing and selling ‘bonds and scrip; that if 
she issues serip to-day and it advances in 
price to-morrow she profits by the ad- 
yayce, or as they say, realises a ‘figure 
above its present yalue.” But, unfortu- 
nately for the city, the reverse isthe real 
state of the case, The city, like individnu- 
ais who are fond of flying kites, loses by 
the issue of every piece of paper she sells, 
because no person will buy without re- 
ceiving discount, be it much or little, and 
when the paper matures the issuer must 
queet it at par, so that itis certain loss to 
put paper onthe market, whatever way 
you fix it, Now, where is_ the 
realising set forth by T. 
If vou of the large 
majority can see it, ’twere well to ob- 
tain a clean plate and exhibit it for the 
benefit of the obtuse minority; and if you 
ean succeed in making the advantage vis- 
ible you will have performed a miracle 
equal to finding a psalm-bible in the low- 
er regions, 

But, not satisfied with playing the chris- 
tian, they appear im another character, and 
in real softness of heart, and pioys zeal 
forthe widow and orphan, far outrival 
Pecksniff when in his restent glory. Like 
him, too, they would benefit the poor and 
needy, at the expense of others. The con- 
tractors, themselves, nrust be inexorable 
and drive all; but the city has only to ac- 
cept their proposition, and she will have 
the privilege of remitting the widows and 
orphans’ paving tax, Again, their short-

ness of memory serves them well, for 


there is not aword, not athought of the 
large class who have already paid their 

aving bills, and whe must again be taxed 
n order that T. E. Brown & Co. may have 
scrip et theircall. It suits their purpose 
to remember the Widow and orphan who 
haye not paid, but forge, those who have, 
Such charity is in keeping with their 
whole proceedings in this matter—hoilow 
and without foyndation; and their large 
majority would do well to ponder serious- 


ly, before they jeopardize the city’s 
evedit for the benefit of contractors, 
or even theméelyes, But the justice 


of the affair must he eensidered; they 
have done the work and should be paid. 
Yes, they have done the work and are re- 
ceiving just such payment.as they agreed 


‘to take; they run the risk of the property- 


owners. paying, and becayse they have 
not done so, want the city to do a most 
unjust thing, by making those not at all 
interested, and those who have met their 
obligations, pay for these whe cannot or 
will not, in order to serve T. E. Brown & 
Co. Now,if T. EK. Brown & Co. were glad 
to make the contracts they did, or, if they

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


A called meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce and citizens who contributed 
to the late Commercial Convention fund 
was convened yesterday at Odd Fellows’ 
Hall. 

Mr. W. H.£Cherry called the meeting to 

1 hes object to be to take 
action upon a report made to him, as 
President of the Chamber of Conimerce. 

The report previously published in the 
APPEAL was read, and Mr, Cherry stated 
that he was ready to receive the sense of 
the meeting. 

Before doing so, the names of Col, John 
Donovan, Gottlieb «& Eziekiel, Lowen- 
stein, of B. Lowenstein & Bros., B. Eise- 
man, of Rice, Stix & Co., Menken Bros., 
and T. Hl. Willett were read and an- 
nounced by Mr. Cherry as candidates for 
election as members of the Chamber of 
Commerce at its next regular meeting. 

Mr. E. M. Apperson offered a resolution 
‘*that the money remaining on hand be 
distributed equally to the Leath, Catholic, 
Episcopal, Home and Jewish Orphan As- 
sylums, ashad been recommended by the 

uxecutive Committee.”’ 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Wal- 
cott. 

Mr. Apperson made a strong appeal . in 
behalf of the orphans, 

Several gentlemen followed, stating 
that the Chamber of Commerce needed 
the money. The.institution is beneficial 
to the interests of the mercantile commu- 
nity, and should be sustained. It is in 
debt, and the debts should be paid. The 
fund on hand was raised for commercial 
purposes, chiefly among commercial men 
and property owners, and it could not 
possibly be devoted to a better purpose 
than that of paying the debts of the 
(Chamber of Commerce, 

Mr.S. M. Gate moved that Mr. Apper- 
son’s resolution be laid onthe table. ‘The 
motion being seconded, a sharp and ex- 
citing scené ensued, In spite of effort to 
sustain order, no order prevailed, until 
Mr. Cherry quietly and calmly stated that 
he was anxious to get the proper sense of 
the meeting. Unless order be sustained 
it was out of the question to do it 

Mr. Donovan wanted each man’s name 
recorded, so it would be known to the 
public who fayored the tabling of Mr. 
A motion. 

Mr. Stratton agreed to favor the propo- 
sition and desired his name to head the 
list in the largest sort of capitals. 

When order reigned, Mr. Donovan hav- 
ing withdrawn his motion to record the 
names, the question was put upon Mr. 
Gates’ motion to table, and the count 
showed 47 ayes and 11 noes. So the reso- 
lution of Mr. Apperson was laid on the 
table. 

Mr, Gates then moved that the money. 
be paid over to the Treasurer of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Mr. Robinson offered to amend by the 
following: | 

Resolved, That all moneys remaining 
over from thé Commercial Convention 
fund, after paying for the printing of the 
proceedings, be paid in to the treasury of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 

Mr. Robinson stated that he had been 
informed that the printing of the proceed- 
ings would cost more than had been set: 
aside for it, As it will occupy considera- 
bly more than a hundred and twenty-five 
pe it could not be gotten out for seven 
1undred dollars. On this account he de- 
sired that any money on hand after pay- 
ing the expense of printing the proceed- 
ings, should he given to the Chamber, 

Mr, Lowenstein said he opposed the giv- 
ing of one cent of the val to any other 
purpose than a commercial one, and it 
should, therefore, go towards paying the 
Chamber of Commerce out of debt. 

President Cherry said’ before putting 
the question he would be pleased to have 
it discussed by citizens. 

Mr. Goyer said numerous citizens had 
expressed a strong desire to have the fund 

ut into the empty treasury of the Cham- 


order and stater 


er. 

Major Woodson said the telegraph com- 
pany had subscribed a hundred dollars, 
and he was authorized to express a wish 
that the Chamber should have the money. 

Col. Jefferson said he had paid 
dollars. If it wus not given to the Cham- 
ber he would expect it tobe divided pro 
rata to the contributors, 

Capt. George Mellersh said he had yoted 
‘nay’’ to table Mr. Apperson's motion, 
because he thought the question should 
be well discussed, Ile favored giving the 
money tothe Chamber. It needed it very 
mueh just and the institution could, 
if kept in proper condition, exercise a 
vast Influence in promoting the commer- 
cial prosperity of the city. Great good 
had already resulted from it, and more 
could be if citizens and 
merchants would sustain it. After far- 
ther discussjon, the question was put and 
carried by a decided majority. 


Col, John Donovan asked that the Ex- 
ecutive and Finance Committee be dis- 
charged. 


He was requested to withdraw his. re- 
quest until the next regular meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and he gave 
his consent to do so. 

A proposition was made to start a sub- 
scription for the orphans, Mr. Goyer ot- 
fering a resolution to that offect, so as to 
permit liberally disposed people to show 
it, 

Mr. Donovan offered as asubstitute that 
Mr. Goyer be appointed a committee of 
five to solicit subseriptions for the Orphan 
Asvluins, ; 

The proposition acted like a bombshell 
unexpectedly thrown into camp. With- 
out even waiting for a motion to adjourn, 
the hall was soon cleared and the Sécre- 
tary of the Chamber was left solitary and 
alone. It i4, however, decided that the 
remaining fund is to be paid intothe 
treasury of the Chamber of Commerce.
